4. BEGIN EEXT: IT IS A GREAT PLEASURE TO BE HERE. WE ARE ALL 
DEEPLY HONORED, YOUR MAJESTY, THAT YOU HAVE TEKEN TIME TO SHARE 
IN THE OPENING OF THIS EXHIBIT. YOUR PRESENCE SYMBOLIZES THE 
IMPORTANCE BOTH OUR COUNTRIES PLACE ON OUR UNIQUE AND CLOSE RE- 
LATIONSHIP. 

I SHALL BE BRIEF, BECAUSE THE EXHIBIT IS ITSELF AN

MEN OF COURAGE, VISION AND CHARACTER. 

YOUR MAJESTY IN THE EXHIBIT THERE IS A QUOTATION FROM 
ONE OF AMERICA'S GREATEST POETS. CARL SANDBURG: 
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"THE PEOPLE KNEW THE SALT OF THE SEA 
AND THE STRENGTH OF THE WINDS 
LASHING THE CORNERS OF THE EARTH, 

THE PEOPLE TAKE THE EARTH 
AS A TOMB OF REST AND A CRADLE

WHO ELSE SPEAKS FOR THE FAMILY OF MAN?". 

FOR 200 YEARS AMERICA HAS BEEN A CRADLE OF HOPE TO 
MILLIONS. IT ATTRACTED THOUSANDS OF NORWEGIANS TO ITS SHORES; 

PEOPLE WHO KNEW THE SALT OF THE SEA AND THE STRENGTH OF THE 
WINDS. THEY CAME AND TAYED. SINCE TEN, THE TIES BETWEEN 
NORWAY AND THE UNITED STATES HAVE BEEN STRONG AND ENDURING,

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-WE MUST INTENSIFY OUR PARTNERSHIPS WITH OUR FRIENDS AND 
ALLIES AND DRAW ON THEIR VITALITY. WE KNOW THAT A LAND WHICH 
SENT SO MANY BRAVE SETTLERS TO AMERICA SHARES NOT ONLY OUR 
FRIENDSHIP AND HISTORY, BUT OUR IDEALS AND THE DETERMINATION 
TO DEFEND THEM. NORWAY'S STRATEGIC POSITION IS PARTICULARLY 
VITAL TO THE DEFENSE OF EUROPE AND THE UNITED STATES. AND WE 
ARE GRATIFIED TO NOTE THE SERIOUS CONCERN AND CONSTRUCTIVE 
LEADERSHIP NORWAY HAS SHOWN IN MEETING THE SHARED RESPONSIBILITIES 
OF THE ALLIANCE. AMERICA'S COMMITMENT TO NATO IS FIRM; 

WE ARE PLEDGED TO DEFEND ITS ALLIES WHEN THEY ARE MENACED OR 
ATTACKED. 

-BUT THE BICENTENNIAL IS ALSO A TIME TO LOOK FORWARD; A 
TIME OF NEW HOPE AND FRESH DREAMS. THE PROBLEMS WE FACE TODAY-- 
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IN ECONOMICS, ENVIRONMENT, SCIENCE, AND THE LAW OF THE SEA-KNOW 
NO BOUDARIES. AS WE SHARE THESE PROBLEMS SO MUST WE SHARE 
THEIR SOLUTIONS. THE DAY WHEN ANY ONE NATION COULD STAND ALONE 
HAS PASSED. 

MY GOVERNMENT DEEPLY APPRECIATES THE COOPERATION AND 
LEADERSHIP NORWAY HAS SHOWN IN WORKING WITHIN SUCH FIELDS AS 
ENERGY AND THE CRUCIAL LAW OF THE SEA NEGOTIATIONS. OUR PARTNER- 
SHIP TRULY REFLECTS THE DEPTH AND BREADTH OF OUR CLOSE BILATERAL 
RELATIONS. 

-WE MUST SEARCH FOR WAYS TO BUILD A WIDER WORLD COMMUNITY 
OUT OF THE CONFLICTING DESIRES OF 150 NATIONS. WE MUST FIND 
A NEW PATTERN OF RELATIONSHIPS THAT WILL SATISFY THE EMERGING 
NATIONS' NEEDS FOR A MORE EQUITABLE SHARE OF THE WORLD S PROS- 
PERITY AND BENEFIT ALL. TOGETHER WE NATIONS OF THE WESTERN 
WORLD CAN MEET THESE PROBLEMS AND CAN SPEAK FOR THE FAMILY OF 
MAN. 

I WOULD BE REMISS IF I DID NOT NOTE IN CONCLUSION 
THAT THIS EXHIBIT WOULD NOT HAVE BEEN POSSIBLE WITHOUT THE 
EFFORTS OF OUR NORWEGIAN FRIENDS-THE NORWAY AMERICA ASSOCIA- 
TION, THE NORWEGIAN AMERICAN BUSINESS MEN'S CLUB, AND THE 
NORWEGIAN AMERICAN CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. I WOULD LIKE TO CONVEY 
TO YOU OUR THANKS FOR THIS WONDERFUL EXPRESSION OF THE FRIENDSHIP 
WHICH HAS ALWAYS MARKED THE RELATIONS BETWEEN OUR TWO 
COUNTRIES.
